determining the quantity of fungus in the skin by 
determining the size of colonies. 

The method of evaluation and features of the 
inventions described in Claims 11 and 16 are the same as 
those disclosed in Document 1, and are, therefore, not 
novel . 

Claims 10, 12-14 and 17 

Document 2 (WO, 94/26734, Al (Kaken Pharmaceutical 
Co., Ltd.), 24 November 1994 (24.11.94)) discloses anti- 
mycotic agents which contain as an effective ingredient a 
compound having a structure the same as the structure 
described in Claims 12-14 of the present application. 

In the description of the present application, the 
compounds presented in Claims 12-14 are described as 
examples of antimicrobial agents obtained using a method 
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for evaluating effectiveness described in Claim 10 or 17, 
and thus the antimicrobial agents described in Claims 10 
and 17 include the antimicrobial agents disclosed in 
Document 2 . 

Therefore, Claims 10, 12-14 and 17 are not novel. 
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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

The "antimicrobial agents" and "antimycotic agents" 
described in Claims 10 and 17 are specified only by the 
method for evaluating effectiveness used to select the 
aforementioned agents . 

Moreover, although the description offers compounds 
having a group represented by Formula (I) as examples of 
aforementioned agents, the aforementioned compounds are 
merely examples, and the description does not specify the 
constitution of agents other than the aforementioned 
compounds except that they are "antimicrobial agents 
obtained using the method for evaluating effectiveness" . 

Therefore, Claims 10 and 17 do not clearly describe 
the "antimicrobial agents" and "antimycotic agents" 
therein, and the aforementioned agents are not fully 
supported by the description. 
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
